DISPOSITION AND CAPABILITIES OF CHINESE COMMUNIST FORCES IN WESTERN YUNNAN. 


There has been a slight increase in Communist strength in western Yunnan. 
Total forces do not eyceed one army in strength. One regiment of basic 
(eadre) (sic) troops has moved into the Paoshan area. Another regiment 

of basic troops and a large indevendent, unit have arrived in TMengeh'ung. 

The largve independent unit was original?y ordered to Tibet from Chinshachiang 
(101-56; 25.55) but returned to the Yunnan - Burma border as a result of 

the changed situation in Tibet. Other units are reported to have withdrawn 
from Chinshachiang for the same reason, 


Current, Communist propavanda stresses the invasion of Burma. The Chinese 
Communist Febassy in Rangoon is organizing a "taking over" committee to 
cooperate with the Chinese in the event of an invasion. CHOU Ho-shu “ 
(1g A & ) 4s a prominent member of this group but has been arrested by 
the Government of Burme.

@ : onalist guerrilia threat in this area, but do not plan to invade 


Burma in the near future. He believes anti-Commmist sentiment to be strong 
along the Burma border. Althovgh there is no assistance cormitment between 
the U.S, and Burma, the latter, as a member of the United Nations Organiztion, 


gan rely on aid in the event of invasion by the Chinese Communists. 


Over 70 percent of the Chinese Communist troops currently stationed in 
western Yunnan were formerly members of the Nationalist Army.
